"V-E Day here in England was 
quite a sight," writes Sgt- A. 
Harden in a letter of thanks for 
cigarets sent him by the New- 
market Veterans' Soldiers* Com- 
forts fund. "People simply went 
hilarious. Hie pubs were wide 
open, and large, happy groups of 
men, women and children, and 
all branches of the services 
formed huge circles and sang 
like mad. 

"Dances and sing-songs were 
held in the streets. • Around mid- 
night, huge bonfires were started 
right in the centre of main inter- 
sections, and the people piled 
their old black-out screens on by 
the hundreds. While torches and 
bonfires were flaming, songs for 
the different Allied services 
were sung and I am proud to say 
that when O Canada was sung, 
the people sang it loud and 
strong right from their hearts. 

"Searchlights by hundreds 
threw great beams of light all 
over the sky. The night follow- 
ing V-E Day was very similar to 
V-E Day. The above is what 
happened in a small town, 
Leatherhead, so you can imagine 
what it was like in London and 
other great cities. 

"I have met several Newmar- 
ket boys in England. Jack Ham- 
ilton, Glen Boyd, Art Benning- 
ton, Red Waller, Joe Flannagan, 
Ken Bishop, Red Palmateer, 
Earie Lovelock, Ab. Watts and 
so on. I called on Harold Evans 
but he was sleeping so didn't 
manage to see him. I was able 
to visit Jackie Williams and Gar- 
net Trivett in the hospital at 
Basingstoke, and their spirit Ss 
excellent despite the severity of 
their injuries.

D.F.C. IS AWARDED TO 
FLT.UEUT. S. J. WALKER 

Word has been received by Mr. 

r.nd Mrs. J. B .Walker, Park Ave., 

that their son, Fit-Lieut S. J. 

Walker, has been awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. Fit. 
Lieut. Walker is at present sta- 
tioned in Halifax where he was 
posted following his return from 
overseas. 

A wireless air-gunner. Fit. 
Lieut. Walker enlisted four years 
ago and for two years was posted 
on the east coast Following 
that he was sent overseas where 
(or 15 months he flew with the 
Leasidc bomber squadron. After 
his tour of duty was ended, he 
returned to Canada where he took 
a course in Toronto and then was 
posted to Halifax. 



In a report presented at York 
county council by the warden, 
Fred A. Lundy and commission- 
ers, lack of hospital facilities to 
care for two types of patients 
were pointed out as occasions for 
concern on the part of the coun- 
ciL 

The two types were listed by 
Warden Lundy and his county 
commissioners as: "Elderly peo- 
ple whose health is such that 
they cannot be taken care of in 
the House of Refuge and yet are 
not sufficiently ill to require 
public hospital care" and "incur- 
able or chronically ill." 

The report explained that the 
first group applies in the major- 
ity of cases to fhe elderly senile 
patient, who requires constant 
supervision. 

The warden and commissioners 
recommended the council that 
the special committee of hospi- 
talization make a study of the 
problem, reviewing the probable 
solutions and report to council at 
the November session. 

"We further recommend that 
the problem be taken up with 
the Ontario Department of 
Health and other interested gov- 
ernmental authorities," the re- 
port suggested. 

Other recommendations in- 
cluded: The making of an appeal 
to the provincial government to 
make a survey of the problem 
throughout the province; and 
that consideration be given to the 
establishment of convalescent 
homes to house and care for such 
cases, probably on an inter- 
county basis. 

"If the survey reveals that one 
such home k could serve several 
counties, then action should be 
taken to zone the province into 
various sections with one such 
convalescent home to serve each 
zone," the report continued. 

Reeve F. J. MacRae, York 
township, chairman of the spe- 
cial hospitalization committee, 
suggested that at least $45,000 
would be required to start any 
program that might relieve the 
situation. 

Reeve F. G, Gardiner, Forest 
Hill Village, declared that coun- 
cil members would have to think 
in terms of an expenditure of 
$1,000,000 to take care of the hos- 
pitalization problem as it affects 
York county. 

He suggested raising that 
amount at the present time when 
money can be raised at compara- 
tively low rates of interest He 
said that the. funds could be in- 
vested in Victory Bonds and 
would then be available when 
required, and the cost could be 
spread over a ten year period. 

Council accepted the recom- 
mendation of the warden and 
commissioners to have the Spe- 
cial Hospitalization Committee 
study and report on the problem 
at the November session. 

Deputy-Reeve George Tread- 
way, East York, urged that con- 
sideration be given to provide 
facilities, where oged couples 
would not be separated but be 
permitted to live together in 
their declining years. "The An- 
glican church provides such fa- 
cilities," he explained.

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RESULTS IN ONTARIO 

The .results of the Ontario elections were a sur- 
prise to most of us in that the victory of the 
Progressive Conservative party was so sweeping. 
A Progressive Conservative majority seemed in- 
dicated but few expected such an overwhelming 
defeat of Liberal and C.CF. candidates. The 
Progressive Conservative party worf 66 seats, the 
Liberal party ten seats, and the C.CF. six seats. 

There are a number of factors which had a 
bearing on the choice of the voters. The most 
important, and a purely provincial issue, was the 
charge by E- B. Jolliffe, leader of the CCF-, that 
Premier George A. Drew had established and 
maintained a "Gestapo" to spy on political oppo- 
nents. It is a most serious charge to make. It 
seemed to us, however, that the charge, as made 
by Mr. Jolliffe, was .without sufficient material 
evidence of truth. On the other hand, to the best 
of our knowledge, the denials were without com- 
plete substantiation. However, a royal commis- 
sion has been appointed to determine whether the 
charge was true and Premier Drew has pledged 
bis resignation should it be found so. 

Another point of interest is the voters* appar- 



ent recognition thai a less than two-year tenn is 
not sufficient to prove the worth of a political 
platform. The Progressive Conservative victory 
could be taken as evidence that the citizens of 
Ontario endorsed what had been done and were 
willing to continue with the same platform. 

We wonder also to what extent baltots were 
marked in favor ot the Progressive Conservative 
platform and to what extent they were marked in 
protest or the C.CF. policy. The Progressive 
Conservative candidates have opposed the C.CF. 
with far more vigor than the Liberals. Further- 
more, the Liberals voted with the C.CF. on the 
amendment which led to the defeat of the Drew 
government That fact has linked the Liberals 
with the C.CF. iri the minds of many voters. 
The Liberal leader, Mitchell F. Hepburn, found it 
necessary to declare repeatedly that the Liberal 
party was in no way connected with the C.CF. 
To vote Progressive Conservative seemed, there- 
fore, the only way Li which to assure the defeat 
of the C.CF. 

In this - connection, it is unfortunate that a 
C.CF. opposition has, for all intents, ceased to 
exist. Such an opposition would be more in 
keeping with an age which has nourished such a 
strong trend towards collectivism. For regardless 
of its faults or merits, the collective society is a 
very real feature of our times. It is not an 
isolated instance that one of the big three powers 
of the world should be a collective state. Nor are 
the labor and socialist parties of the democracies 
unique. It is an historical development and we 
question whether it has reached the final stage of 
growth. 

fn these circumstances, it seems reasonable to 
assume that in the Ontario election, the issue was 
whether there would be state control or free 
enterprise. Both the Liberal party and the Pro- 
gressive Conservative party are in fundamental 
agreement on the latter policy. The C.CF. repre- 
sents the former! No one will deny the faults 
inherent in free enterprise. The faults of state 
control are equally evident If, however, the 
CCF. had succeeded in forming an opposition in 
the legislature, it would have served as a check 
on the excesses of a free enterprise policy with- 
out exposing the province to the disadvantage of 
state conuroL

Canada, up to now, has not 
been articulate enough/ and she 
has so fouch to be articulate 
about. She is becoming out- 
standing in many arts and her 
handicrafts are making their 
way into many lands*, and yet 
we hear so little of them. 

So many Canadians have to go 
away from their homeland to 
get their opportunity — and 

enough to livo on, for artists no 

longer are willing to live in gar- 
rets— they seek the limelight, 
and rightly so. 

Labor is only beginning to 
have an articulate voice. Its need 
and its right to live a full life has 
been simply ignored. Individual 
workers were powerless, but any 
organization of ' earnest, law-

It is true that more people are living to older ages than 
the case at the beginning of this century. The reason 

however, is that great strides have been made in lowering 

infant mortality. 

In the age group from 35 to 45, recent investigations 
indicate only a very slight increase in life expectancy and it 
is in this group that most life insurance is written. 

Modern methods of treatment of such diseases as 
tuberculosis, cancer and pneumonia have brought encour- 
aging results, but such gains may be largely offset by the 
increase in morality through diseases of the heart and acci- 
dental death, both of which might be attributable to the 
tempo of modern life.

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Only Eight In Favor Of 
.- Plan For School Areas 



About 45 ratepayers attended a 
public meeting at Vandorf to dis- 
cuss the township school area 
plan. Many school sections were 

not represented. Inspector O. M. 
McKillop outlined the details. 
When a vote was taken by 
Deputy-Reeve Lome P. Evans, 16 
voted against and eight were in 
favor. 

Inspector McKillop pointed out 
there were 60 school officials in 
the township, with 15 schools, 
each having three trustees and a 
secretary-treasurer. A board of 
five to be elected by the rate- 
payers annually might be estab- 
lished and bring about uniform- 
ity in equipment, purchasing and 
general policy he said.

Councillor L. J. Harper thought 
it would be better to poll the 
individual school sections and 
let each one decide for them- 
selves. Getting a really repre- 
sentative meeting would be diffi- 
cult. 

Deputy-Reeve Evans said coun- 
cil stood ready to be guided by 
the wishes of the school sections, 
but were taking no lead in the 
matter although all had their 
own opinions. 

"Although the meeting was 
small, in view of the opinions o: 
those present, who were a fair 
cross section of the township, I 
don't think the plan would have 
carried with a bigger meeting 
either." a township official said. 

It is understood a further meet- 
ing will be held in the fall.

B. E. leavens, 
CCF., MRP. for Woodbine, Ont., from his speech at 
Orillia, Ontario, October 22nd, 1943, as reported in the 
Orillia Packet & Times. 

(Meantime, the C.C.F. in Saskatchewan have already 
passed legislation which permits taking away the farms, 
the stores, the businesses and industries of present 
' owners.) 

Just in case there should be any doubt about the 
matter, the Calgary Herald, Nov. 10, 1943, reports Mr. 

Winch's speech: 

" . . 'It's TIME WE HAD A REVOLUTION; During 



the question period he (Mr. Winch) told a member 
of the audience that 'a change is coming, PEACEFULLY 
OR NOT* . . „ Asked about the position of the POLICE 
AND MILITARY FORCES in the event of moves for a 
change, Mr. Winch replied that when *WE BECOME 
THE GOVERNMENT WE WILL INSTITUTE SOCIAL- 
ISM IMMEDIATELY and WOULD USE THE POWER 
OF THE POLICE AND THE MILITARY FORCES TO 
FORCE THOSE OPPOS E D TO OB E Y THE LAW. 
Those who defied the government's will WOULD BE 
TREATED AS CRIMINALS, he declared, adding: 'IF 
CAPITALISM SAYS "NO." THEN WE KNOW THE 
ANSWER ... SO DID RUSSIA.' He told another ques- 
tioner that 'WERE GOING TO SCRAP THE BN.A. 
ACT 

What about our Savings . . . the money we have 
deposited with our banks. Read this: 

"There seems to be no reason, for example, why in- 
terest should be paid upon deposits at present . . . nor 
can we see much likelihood of circumstances arising 
under a Socially planned economy in which it would be 
desirable to pay interest upon deposits." . . . Social 
Planning for Canada, page 307. 

When the C.C.F. takes over an industry or Company, 
what about the few securities which we may have saved 
for and purchased throughout our lifetime? From 
"What is the Answer of the C.C.F." issued by B.C., 
C.C.F. Federal Campaign Committee, we get the answer: 

"There would be some form of compensation. This 
could be awarded by means of non-interest bearing 
bonds . . ." Scraps of paper for good securities! 

What about our Victory Bonds and War Savings Cer- 
tificates? Mr. Caldwell in the House of Commons, Jan. 
1£42, gave the answer: 

"The present loan policy should be replaced by one 
of compulsory interest free loans." 

What about people who, from their Savings, have 
purchased a small building in a business section, or a 
farm, or a rooming house, or a garage site, or a parking 
lot, or have invested hard earned money in anything 
with a view to building up a form of security and 
income. Here is the answer from their "Social Plan- 
ning for Canada," page 283: 

"Interest on capital and rent on land should be main- 
tained in socialized production as a necessary account- 
ing device, but they will no longer accrue to private 
individuals as income." 

Who will work for the recent arrival from Russia, 
the man with the changed name, ami his socialist 
partners? In "Democracy Needs Socialism" they give 

the answer: '

"They would have to be men who were loyal to the 
Socialist ideals of the Government, otherwise they 
might use their positions of power to sabotage the

With food rationing, it has not 
always been easy to stretch the 
sugar and butter allowance to 
give hospitality as we enjoy 
doing. Frankly, there has been 
little gratitude. The few excep- 
tions have warmed our hearts. 
This experience seems to be a 
common one among our friends. 
Halifax is a small city, as you 
must remember, and has not the 
equipment, facilities or financial 
means t ocare for a vast army of 
newcomers in the manner to 
which they have apparently been 
accustomed, but the city has most 
willingly shared what it hacL 
Federal aid providing further 
emergency facilities might have 
eased the situation. There were 
ten thousand men of the navy 
alone in port V-E Day. 

We know there have been* in- 
stances of unduly high rentals, 
difficulty in providing suitable 
living quarters, but that condi- 
tion is not peculiar to Halifax 
alone. One might always appeal 
to the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, of course. Even lifetime 
residents were ousted from their 
homes and the buildings taken 
over by one or the other of the 
services for quarters. We know 
of many such cases. 

As to high prices in the shops, 
we civilians have had to pay 
these too, without exception, and 
often had to do without what 
normally would have seemed 
necessary. If I wished to be sure 
of prompt service anytime, I be- 
sought one of my three men in 
uniform (if he happened to be in 
Canada and on leave) to do the 
purchasing. 

Any boy away from home is 
bound to grumble and grouse a 
bit. I can quite imagine condi- 
tions not always being to their 
liking here. My sons haven't 
been very enthusiastic over Camp 
Borden, Petawawa, remote sta- 
tions in Labrador among the 
Eskimos, camps and tours in 
England, Belgium and Holland, 
but they have taken them in 
their stride. 

Most women I know have done 
canteen work regularly for five 
years as they did in the last war. 
Many of them arc the wives of 
men whose places of business 
were destroyed. A veteran of 
the last war who has used every 
available drop of gasoline to en- 
tertain servicemen with trips in 
his car, was rewarded by having 
his downtown shop absolutely de- 
nuded of goods. 

The churches have done their 
utmost in giving welcome to 
strangers and the Sunday gather- 
ings there and at the "Vs" have 
been most popular among ser- 
vicemen.

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First night game was not in the 
30's as you might think but back 
in 1883 at Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
under electric lights. In 1884 
Charlie "Horse" Radbourne pitch- 
ed 72 complete games. Chest 
protectors for catchers came a 
year later- Polo Grounds, New- 
York, were opened in 1839. First 
Sunday games were played in 
1392. Harry O'Hagan of Roches- 
ter made the first unassisted tri- 
ple play against Jersey City in 
1902. Modern world series sys- 
tem started in 1905. Cork centre 
ball was first used in 1909. There 
have been many changes since 
then but none of the same im- 
portance. 

Longest throw was one of 426 
feet, made by Sheldon Lejeune 
during a field meet at Cincinnati 
in 1910. It has never been closely 
contested. Ed. Walsh, one of the 
greatest of all pitchers, holds the 
fungo hitting mark of 419.5 ft. 
Evar Swenson holds the profess- 
ional record for circling the sacks 
of 13 2-5 sees. This latter mark 
has been in danger of being beat* 
en several times. 

In Canada baseball was being 
played shortly after Confedera- 
tion and as early as 1877, Guelph 
Maple Leafs and London Tecum- 
sehs were playing in the Inter- 
national Association, forerunner 
of the present International 
League. London captured\ the 
pennant with Lynn, Mass., Col- 
umbus, Ohio; Pittsburgh; Man- 
chester, N.H.; being other com- 
petitors. The league folded in 
1879 and the oldest minor circuit 
is reputed to be the North-West- 
ern league in the mid-west. One 
Joe Page, a player with Indian- 
apolis, is credited along with the 
C.P.R. for the spread of baseball 
across Canada. Page made the 
arrangements and the C.P.R. pro- 
vided the excursions to attend.

Occupational Reviews'* is the 
title of a series of bulletins being 
published by the R.C.A.FV person- 
nel counselling program, the idea 
being that as men and women 

leave the air force to engage in 
civilian occupations, they may 
have at hand some information 
regarding today's opportunities. 

The bulletins are not too larsco 
and the paragraphs of information 
are concise and to the point. The 
headings are rather interesting. 
For instance, in the bulletin deal- 
ing with the occupation of retail 
manager, we find vocational in- 
formation under such headings as 
history and importance, present 
status and trends, duties, qualifi- 
cations, preparation, getting start- 
ed, time required, advancement. 
related occupations, hours of 
work, earnings, regularity of em- 
ployment, health and accident 
hazards, organizations, trade pub- 
lications and related reading. 

The bulletin remarks that retail- 
ing goods is the oldest business In 
the world. According to the 1941 
census, there were 15.945 retail 
managers In Canada. Their aver- 
age yearly earnings are given as 
$1,933, but seven percent of them 
made over $4,000- 

There is no doubt that many 
service men will seek to establish 
businesses of their own and in 
the urge to get started there is a 
temptation to take on the obliga- 
tions of running a business before 
one is really ready. The servtc** 
man roust take care of his capital 
and should, as the Better Business 
Bureau puts it, "investigate before 
he invests." 

Computation and clerical ability 
are important. Surveys hare 
shown that in the case of many 
retail business failures the major- 
ity did not realize that they were 
failing until near the end. and lack 

of accounting ability wa3 the 

cause. 

What education should you 
have? As much as you can get, 
from high school graduation to a 
university degree In commerce. 
There are case**, rather a large 
number, whore men have succeed- 
ed in retailing with only a grade 
school education but the trends 
show that the standard of educa- 
tion is rising. 

Among the duties will be found 
supervising of selling and mainten- 
ance employees, report making, 
taking of inventories, planning 
and promoting sales, purchasing, 
care of premises, merchandise 
display, keeping of records and 
ability to mef;t the public.

and responsibilities of the work.
